Paul tells of an experience, 
that he entitles a ‘“‘life , , hid) 
with Ohrist in God.” There 
must be something in it or he) 
would not have mentioned it. 
There is something in everything | 
that Paul mentions, because he 
was not a man of light speech, 
neither did he write in any trifl- 
ing manner. Of his own writing 
he says, ‘this letters, say they, 
are weighty and powerfui.’’ We 
therefore conclude there is some- 
thing in the life hid with Christ. 

When a thing is hidden it is 
not easily found. Jesus explain- 
ed that ‘‘the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto treasure hid in a 
field.”’, And truly the life hid 
with Obrist in-God is a treasure 
of urtold value. ‘The experience 
about which we wish to write is 
a mine of wealth not obtained 
by any easy method. 

When the noted Saul of Tarsus 
started for this-hidetreasure he 
turned everything that seemed 
to have a tendency to prevent. 
him from finding. He went into 
the search as if he were obliged to 
find it. About his experience 
he wrote, **Yea doubtless, and | 
count all things but loss for the 
excellency of the knowledge of 
Christ Jesus my Lord.”* As he 
pressed further on up the way 
and began to see the beauties of 
a fully surrendered life 1 hear 
him say, ‘‘For whom [ have suf- 
fered the loss of all things, and 


may win Ohrist.’” (Phil. 3:8.) 
Nothing short of the hidden 
life would satisfy Paul. He was 
bent on finding that beautiful 
hidden life that he knew was 
obtainable through Ohrist. He 
wanted to know Christ and His 
power. He wanted the very best 
in the market. Would not ac- 
cept anything shoddy. No muat- 





ter about the cost. He would 
give all. He wanted the hid 
treasure at any cost. Sold all of | 
his Jewish notions and traditions. | 
They were of little value in com-| 
parison with Ohrist. To kuow 
Him and be like Him was Paul’s| 
great aim. 

In order to reach this sacred 
state it will be necessary to have 
your affections set on things 
above. Anything else would be 
ahindrance. Every weight must 
be laid aside. Again Paul said, 
“Forgetting those things which 
are behind, and reaching forth 
unto those things which are be- 
fore.” 

The Psalmist describes the 
journey into the hidden place in 
the following impressive langu- 
age: ‘‘As the hart panteth after 
the water brooks, so panteth my 
soul after thee,OGod.’’ (Psalm 
42:1.) This is not enough yet. 
There is an inward desire that 
nothing satisfies. This longing 
must be satisfied. The secret 
place must be located and the 
life\ pressed into it. Again the 
Psalimist cries, ‘‘My soul thirsteth 
for Ghd, for the living Go4.’’

interfere with the progress in 
that direction. The road is often 
rough and thorny, but the true 
humble follower will take cour- 
age-and say with David, ‘-I pour 
out my soul in me.” ‘‘My tears 
have been my meat day and 
night.”’ At last the solitude 
is broken. The consecration is 
made and the goal is reached. 
Then truly it is discovered that 


‘there is a life hid with Ohrist. 


When I used to be engaged in 
revival work | often prayed thus, 
“Now Lord, give me of thy 
strength, and let that cloud over- 
shadow the congregation as it 
so often does.” I felt that if 
Ged would only send that over- 


coming power that so often 
seemed to be let down from 


heaven that souls would be saved, 
believers sanctified and baptized 
with the Holy Ghost. 

There is a covering that is 
real thrown over the Lord’s peo- 
ple when certain conditions are 
met. I alwaysknew there would 
be victory if God would cover us 
with that powerful influence that 
seemed like a cloud or sheet let 
down over us. I have seen it 
sometimes when it appeared like 
a blue mist. Then wherever it 
would strike the heads of the 
people they would mellow down 
and often scream and sometimes 
fall as dead under the mighty 
power of God. 


Many, many times has the 
writer been hidden away in the 
Spirit until he felt that he never 
wanted to come out again in 
touch with the world. Paul 
must have had a similar experi- 
ence or it hardly seems likely he 
would have written about the 
hidden life. And this 1s so real. 
Lost to surroundings. No mat- 
ter who, where, or what. The 
experience is real. 

The experience may not be ob- 
tained without a deep consecra- 
tion on the part of the seeker, 
but it is worth all it costs. Un- 
limited consecration is necessary 
for the last days any way, and 
greater and deeper things will 
develope as a result. I wish it 
were possible for the Evangel to 


‘exert such an influence over its 
jlovers that they will be the 


deepest and most spiritual peo- 
ple on earth. I do not make this 
statement with any selfish mo- 
tive in view, but only with -a 


\desire that all with. whom we 


come in contact may be fully 
prepared and ready for the rap- 
ture. 


As I write my whole being 
seeins to be wrapt in seclusion. 
A kind of an influence over- 
shadows my soul that seems to 
say with the Psalmist, ‘The 
secret place of the ¥.dst high.’’ 
I feel like walking softly. The 
Holy Ghost abides within; and 
over and around there seems to 
be a kind of covering that seems 
extremely sacred. Then I re- 
member the words of Paul, ‘‘For 
ye are dead, and your life is hid 
with Ohrist in God.” 

If one can only know that his 
experience really measures to 
Paul’s description what joy and 
confidence it must bring. Life 
hid with Obrist! What does it 
mean? Is it not more than we 
ean hope for in this lite? Is it 
not meant for some future occa- 
sion when immortality has taken 
possession? No, it is meant for 
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God’s dear children now, There 
depth into which ~the 
= is alluring us that corres- 
| ponds to Paul’s deseription. It 
is necessary to have this “hidden 
| lige” experience in order to be 
\pre pared for the Lord’s return. 
The apostle indicates this in the 
jfollowing verse where he says, 
‘‘When Ohrist, who is our life, 
shall appear, then shall ye also. 
appear with him in glory.’ 
(Ool. 3:4.) 

If the hidden life is not so de- | 
sirable now it will be wanted 
then. But if it is not wanted 
now I fear it will not be avail- 
able then. But 1 am sure that 
many of our people are leaning 
toward this beautiful experience 
and their hearts are yéarning for 
the hidden life. They do not 
want the experience for their 
own benefit alone, but they feel 
that such a deep hidden experi- 
ence will enable them to be 
more useful and better soul win- 
ners. 


There is a consecration that 
may be made that will court the’ 
favor of God to an extent so He 
will pour great blessings upon | 
the seeker, but I wish to impress 
upon the minds of my fellow! 
helpers the necessity of making 
an unlimited consecration su as_ 
to enter the secret place of the 
most high and the life hid with 
Christ in God. 

In such a place one will hardly 
see the faults of others, neither | 
will his mind be taken up with 
the things of this world more 
than is necessary for his present | 
physical existence. He will love | 
Jesus. He will love the saints. 
He will love the souls of men 
enough to work for their salva- 
tion in every way possible. 
Many evils and occurrences that 
wil attract the attention of 
others will scarcely be noticed 
by those that-have entered the 
hidden life. 

The hidden life experience is 
a sure cure for tattling, talebear- 
ing, backbiting, faultfinding, un- 


due familiarity between the 
sexes, and other irregularities 


that often accompany those of 
less spirituality. It is like be- 
ing in another world. Covered 
over with a peculiar influence 
that protects from the power and 
influences of the world and the 
devil. 


This is religion. This is spiri- 


tuality that is real. A _ life 
in the holy of holies beyond 
the second veil. A_ walking 


with God hke Enoch. Dwelling 
with the everlasting burning in 
the presence of the One that loves 
and cares. It is like being in 
the Holy Ark, covered with the 
two cherubs and in communion 
with God. God told Moses say- 
ing, ‘‘There I will meet with 
thee, and I will commune with 
thee from above the mercy seat, 
from between the two cherubims 
which are upon the ark of the 
testimony.’? (Ex. 25:22) And 


we have access into this most 
holy place for it is written, 
‘‘Having therefore, brethren, 


boldness to enter into the holiest 
by the blood of Jesus.”

And this is the life hid with 
Ohrist. Obtained through the 
blood.
